The Hod Dross Is undertaking to sew 
that every discharged soldier or sailor 
coming to Its attention is fully in­ 
formed aa to his rights to compensa­ 
tion and Insurances and gives assist­ 
ance In making application for It. 
When the arrangem ents for training 
have been made, the Hod Cross fcs pre­ 
pare*! to see that the family receives 
supplementary assistance or service 
which may he needed in addition to 
the provision made by the government. 
Since, under the law, the taking of vo­ 
cational training Is entirely optional 
with the man, and his own will and 
ambition must first be enlisted In or­ 
der to insure success, the influence of 
the family may he a vital factor. 
W hether a man receives compensa­ 
tion for disability or not, whether he 
receives re-education or not, the board 
is ready to help him get a good Job.

This report 
Is well worth reading. 
It contains 
many interesting facts, the most no­ 
table of which is 
that 
Oklahoma 
pointed the way for all other states 
in many details. 
One feature of this report that 
should appeal to all Oklahomans is 
that this state sent approximately 
100,000 men into the 
army, 
navy, 
marines and o th er branches of the 
service, and more than 1,000 of these 
men made 
the 
suprem e 
sacrifice, 
while thousands of 
others 
were 
wounded, some of tnem being rend­ 
ered 
practically 
helpless 
through 
their Injuries. 
This, of course, was 
Oklahom a’s greatest contribution to 
winning the war. 
Oklahomans took a total of 
$74,- 
369,043 Liberty bonds, or $11,417,- 
695 more than the government allot­ 
ted to this state.
